ONE of the reasons 
why the England 
cricket team has 
reached the summit 
of the global game 
in recent years, is 
down to Welshman 
Hugh Morris, who 
has strong connec¬ 
tions to Cowbridge. 

He has fulfilled a 
number of roles in the 
hierarchy of the England 
and Wales Cricket Board 
in recent years - and is 
currently its managing 
director. 

As a player, Hugh 
performed at the highest 
level, for Glamorgan 
Cricket Club as captain, 
and as an opener for 
England in the early 
1990s - but his greatest 
battle took place just 
over a decade ago. 

Hugh explained that 
just before Christmas in 
2002, he received the 
worst possible news... 

“On December 15, I 
was diagnosed with 
throat cancer. As you 
can imagine, the news 
turned my world upside- 
down. 

“I spent the next five 
months undergoing 
three major operations 
in Reading, and six 
weeks of radiotherapy in 
Oxford. 

“It is only due to the 
outstanding skill and 
care of my consultant 
,Rogan Corbridge and 
his team, and the support 
of my family, that I am 
here to tell the tale.” 

Hugh is a survivor, 
but his experience has 
made him acutely aware 
of the fears and conse¬ 
quences of suffering 
from throat cancer. 

“Over the past 10 
years, approximately 
80,000 people have been 


diagnosed with this form 
of cancer, and whilst 
more than half will be 
cured, current treatment 
methods can have a dev¬ 
astating effect on the 
lives of patients, affect¬ 
ing their ability to speak, 
eat, taste, smell, or see. 

“For the past six 
years, I have been patron 
of the ‘Heads Up, Head 
and Neck Cancer 
Charity’, which funds 
pioneering research into 
head and neck cancer. 

“By learning more 
about this group of dis¬ 
eases, we are seeking to 
find ways to prevent 
them, and develop new 
treatments that result in 
fewer life-changing side 
effects.”

'Pay and display

M AY I, through the pages of your 
paper, have the right to reply to 
a number of attacks made by 
many of my political adversaries (eg 
Barrie V Evans, Jeff Heathfield, etc) 
questioning my commitment to Oak 
Field School. 

I am the longest serving governor at Oak Field 
School, and as such, have given many years of 
service supporting both the children and parents; 
and I will, with the help of the local community 
and council, continue to support them through 
some very difficult challenges ahead. 

I have never tried to paint a rosy picture about 
the challenges facing the school, that would be to 
deceive parents and the school staff. We have been 
without a permanent headteacher for many years - 
that single fact is one of the school’s biggest prob¬ 
lems. 

I will also not hide from the reality that many 
local parents have chosen not to send their chil¬ 
dren to the school. 

I have been criticised in the press for not attend¬ 
ing an emergency parents’ meeting, which was 
called at short notice on March 21, to discuss a 
Part 2 report coming from a scrutiny sub-commit- 
tee chaired by Coun Nic Hodges. 

Part 2 means that the report is confidential and 
that according to the councillors’ code of conduct, 
which every councillor signs up to on their elec¬ 
tion, no councillor was allowed to speak on in the 
public domain. 


I already had two other meetings for that 
evening and one of them was the Colcot 
Residents’ Board meeting. So I had the choice of 
going to a meeting at which I could not speak - a 
fact that my political enemies would take full 
advantage of - or to attend the other two meetings 
at which I could speak and contribute. 

May I also point out that out of the 14 other 
Oak Field governors, only two were able to attend 
that meeting! And that at a subsequent scheduled 
governors’ meeting less than a week later,I was 
able to report back in full to both governors and 
parents, that the cabinet, which makes the day-to- 
day decisions for the council, had unanimously 
backed the parents and recommended to not close 
any of the three schools mentioned in Coun Nic 
Hodges’ scrutiny report. 

My commitment to the children of 
Gibbonsdown was never in doubt, but I will, how¬ 
ever, apologise for the fact that for four weeks, 
due to the councillors’ code of conduct with a con¬ 
fidential Part 2 report, I was unable to discuss this 
report with anyone outside the council. 

My political enemies took full advantage of this 
with their taunting in the letters pages of the local 
press. 

Over the coming weeks, months and years, I 
will continue to work for the best educational 
needs of the children of Gibbonsdown and of Oak 
Field School... Something that I am sure the par¬ 
ents and residents of Gibbonsdown will come to 
recognise.

I WONDER if any 
of your readers 
can recall a family 
called Gwynn-Davies 
(possibly Davis?) who 
lived in Cowbridge 
during the Second 
World War? 

My mother, who now 
resides in west 
Yorkshire, will shortly 
celebrate her 91st birth¬ 
day. Although she has 
been widowed for many 
years, she often remi¬ 
nisces about her experi¬ 
ences while serving as a 
WAAF throughout the 
war years. 

As a young nurse dur¬ 
ing that difficult time, 
she cared for countless 
battle casualties and 
found herself posted to a 
number of locations 
around the country. 
Among the military per¬ 
sonnel she met, one 
clearly stood out. 

A friendship devel¬ 
oped between her and an 
RAF officer called John 
Gwynn Davies, who 
lived in Cowbridge. My 
mother has frequently 
referred to this dashing 
airman who, even to this 


day, remains the subject 
of discussion in our fam¬ 
ily. 

While stationed in 
south Wales, she met 
John and remembers vis¬ 
iting the family’s 
detached home in 
Cowbridge during the 
height of the war, where 
the young officer lived 
with his parents (appar¬ 
ently John’s father was a 
solicitor in the area). 

My interest in trying 
to trace John Gwynn 
Davies has been

cover the history of the 
village from the earliest 
records up to the pres¬ 
ent day. 

Through the involve¬ 
ment of the community, 
it will enable villagers 
to learn more about the 
village, the surround¬ 
ings in which they live 
and provide them with a 
window into the past.

REGENERATION TO MOVE FORWARD 


I JOINED the latest 
visit to Barry made 
by the Housing, 
Regeneration and 
Heritage Minister, 

Huw Lewis AM, when 
he was viewing the 
media training studios 
at the HUB, Barry 
YMCA, which he had 
supported with Welsh 
Government 
Regeneration funds. 

This visit took place to 
coincide with St. David's 
Day week - three years since 
the Welsh Government 
launched the Barry 
Regeneration Plan with the 
Vale of Glamorgan Council. 

This week, the Minister 
announced the outcome of 
his consultations on the next 
Phase of Regeneration in 
Wales. His consultation on 
"Vibrant and Visible Places - 


A New Regeneration 
Framework' has resulted in 
new opportunities and 
prospects for the regenera¬ 
tion of Barry. 

When I met with him 
recently to discuss the con¬ 
sultation and the impact on 
Barry, he was positive and 
complimentary about the 
achievements already made 
in Barry. 

He wrote to me in 
January to say: "I am 
pleased with progress in 
Barry. I recognise the 
opportunities for the town in 
the future, and I hope that 
local partners will be able to 
put forward a strong case 
for further investment." 

Since then, he has also 
approved a number of 
schemes to invest in the 
regeneration of Barry Island, 
amounting to £3.3m in 
2013/14. 

His message on Monday 
could have been ‘made for 


Barry’- as he highlighted 
his three priorities for target¬ 
ing investment. 

Firstly, town centres, 
helping to make sure our 
high streets are fit for the 
21st century. 

His second priority is 
coastal communities. He 
said “We made a commit¬ 
ment in our manifesto to 
seaside towns. Our whole 
coastline offers huge oppor¬ 
tunities which we want to 
help our communities to 
exploit .” 

The third priority is 
Communities First Clusters, 
to invigorate those commu¬ 
nities as part of our efforts 
to tackle poverty. 

He said that housing asso¬ 
ciations and other organisa¬ 
tions in the sector are 
already contributing hugely 
to the regeneration effort; 
we know this is the case in 
Barry. 

With investment of up to 


£30m per year to be made 
available in the targeted 
regeneration schemes, it is 
now up to existing 
Regeneratoion Area 
Partnerships to develop bids 
for this investment - who 
are also well-placed to 
secure additional investment 
from the public, private and 
third sectors — all represent¬ 
ed on our Barry 
Regeneration Board. 

I have invited the Barry 
Regeneration Board to my 
annual spring breakfast at 
the Glamorgan Suite in 
Cardiff and Vale College's 
Colcot site in Barry this 
week, with key local part¬ 
ners across these sectors. 

This will kick start our 
discussions about Barry's 
plans for future regeneration 
funding and support from 
the Welsh Government. 

Barry has hit the head¬ 
lines over the past few 
weeks for the pioneering 


work in Regeneration but 
also for the Launch on 
International Women's Day 
of the Barry Women’s Trail 
by the Vale Council Cabinet 
Members, Councillors 
Bronwen Brooks and Lis 
Burnett, who also chairs the 
Regeneration Board. 

At a very moving and 
inspiring event held at the 
Memorial Hall on March 8, 
Professor Deidre Beddoe 
spoke about some of the 
remarkable women featured 
on the Barry Women’s Trail, 
which marks the birthplaces, 
homes or favourite spots of 
17 women - such as Annie 
Gwen Vaughan-Jones, who 
was Secretary of the Cardiff 
and District Women’s 
Suffrage Society and former 
student at Aberystwyth 
University, whose daughter, 
also featured on the Trail, 
Gwyneth Valerie Vaughan- 
Jones, was Headmistress of 
Barry Girls School between 


1939-59. Coun Lis Burnett 
spoke movingly about two 
remarkable Barry women 
featured on the Trail we 
have sadly lost recently . 

They were the first 
female Mayor and first 
female Leader of the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council, 
Margaret Alexander, and 
Lucy Dickenson, the award¬ 
winning social entrepreneur, 
who created the SAFE 
Foundation with her twin 
sister Hannah, directly sup¬ 
porting communities and 
projects across the world. 

The Barry Women’s Trail 
provides a lasting memorial 
to these exceptional women 
of Barry and I look forward 
to following the Trail, as 
will so many others includ¬ 
ing many visitors to the 
Town.

HAS THE EDUCATION MINISTER FOR WALES 
LANDED LABOUR IN VALE WITH A PROBLEM? 


THE Labour mem¬ 
bers of the Vale 
Council cabinet who 
are considering 
changes to schools 
admissions policy in 
the Vale appear to 
have been under¬ 
mined in the Senedd 
by the Education 
Minister, Leighton 
Andrews - and the 
Conservatives can¬ 
not believe their 
luck. 


The Vale Council is 
currently consulting 
about the ‘feeder 
schools’ system - where 
various primary schools 
are linked to a secondary 
school. 

Two schools recently 
reprieved after the possi¬ 
bility of closure was 
raised - Llancarfan and 
Llanfair - are both feeder 
schools for Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School. 

Parents and governors 
of the schools want to 
retain that status and fear 


that numbers could fall if 
the school loses it. 

The Vale Council, 
when it started the con¬ 
sultation, described the 
feeder school system as 
outdated, and said that 
many local authorities in 
Wales had dropped it. 

Now, the Leader of the 
Welsh Conservatives, 
Andrew RT Davies, who 
lives in the Vale, has 
gleefully seized upon Mr 
Andrews’ latest state¬ 
ment, made in response 
to a question he put to

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him in the Senedd last 
week. 

Mr Davies said: “The 
Education Minister 
referred to the impor¬ 
tance of ‘close relation¬ 
ships between secondary 
schools and their feeder 
primary schools’. 

“He went on to say of 
feeder schools, that ‘there 
are lots of good examples 
and it is something that 
we (the Welsh 
Government) wish to 
encourage’.” 

Mr Davies said: “At 
present, Coun Neil 
Moore and his col¬ 
leagues are blundering 
from one disaster to the 
next, and it is now clear 
that their ill-conceived 
proposals to change the 
catchment system here in 
the Vale will have no 
backing from the Labour 
Education Minister. 

“The transition period 
between primary and 
secondary education has 
long been identified as a 
vital area in a child’s 
development and the 
feeder model, which has 
operated with success, 
provides a buffer which 
mitigates the shock that 
can be felt by pupils as 
they take the step into 
secondary education. 

“This is an excellent 
model, particularly given 
the establishment of pro¬ 
ductive and long-stand¬ 
ing relationships 
between local schools, 
and I am delighted to 
hear that the Minister 
does not share the Vale 
Council’s view that this 
is an out-dated model.” 

Paula Ham, head of 
strategic planning and 
performance, said the 
council had recently con¬ 
sulted on changing the 
arrangements for admis¬ 
sion to secondary 
schools in the Vale. 

“The present system 
gives priority for admis¬ 
sion to a secondary 
school to children 
attending its named feed¬ 
er schools, irrespective 
of where they live. 

“The proposal is to 


alter the priority given to 
pupils attending feeder 
schools when allocating 
school places so that 
pupils living in the catch¬ 
ment area of the school 
are given higher priority 
in the event that a school 
is over-subscribed. 

“The proposal does 
not in any way involve 


removing the feeder 
school system established 
to assist smooth transi¬ 
tion from primary to sec¬ 
ondary school.” 

Vale Leader Cllr Neil 
Moore told The GEM 
that no decision had yet 
been made by the Vale 
Cabinet and if there was 
a change agreed it would 


allow local children from 
within the catchment area 
the right to access that 
school. Yet again, Mr 
Andrew R T Davies AM 
is muddying the water, 
and once again causing 
unnecessary alarm and 
anguish to parents and 
children within the Vale 
of Glamorgan. A report 


on the results of the con¬ 
sultation will be present¬ 
ed to a cabinet meeting 
in due course, when all 
the options and consulta¬ 
tion results will be con¬ 
sidered in full. Only then 
will a decision be made.”

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Vale Council 
creates ‘Mecca 
for wildlife’ 


THE Vale Council 
is creating a new 
pond at Cosmeston 
Lakes, which the 
rangers hope will 
become a Mecca 
for all kinds of 
amphibian and 
reptile wildlife, 
including the Great 
Crested Newt. 

Work on the new 
pond started earlier this 
year, with ARC’S south 
Wales habitat creation 
officer Peter Hill on 
hand to oversee the 
excavation. 

The pond will be 
completed in time to 
attract frogs, toads and 
newts during early 
spring when the crea¬ 
tures start to lay their 
spawn. 

Cosmeston already 
has Great Crested Newts 
on site, and the new 
pond will help to 
strengthen those popula¬ 
tions, preventing them 


from becoming isolated. 

The Great Crested 
Newt is a threatened 
species in the UK and 
has been identified by 
the Government as a 
priority for conservation 
action under the UK 
Biodiversity Action Plan 
(UKBAP). 

Cosmeston Lakes 
secured a grant from the 
Amphibian and Reptile 
Conservation (ARC) to 
excavate a new pond 
and an area of that will 
provide hibernacula 
(otherwise known as 
homes) to a whole host 
of amphibians. 

A spokeswoman said: 
“if you’re planning a 
trip to Cosmeston 
Lakes, take a moment to 
see how the new pond is 
progressing - it can be 
found on the left-hand 
side as you walk along 
the boardwalk leading 
from the car park to the 
medieval village.”

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Men who 
guarded 
the Wall 

T HE Berlin Wall and 
its destruction was the 
subject of a GEM report 
recently of a talk by Mrs 
Jeanne Harvey, at 
Barry Men’s Forum. 

Being a frequent visi¬ 
tor beyond the ‘Iron 
Curtain ’ since the late 
1960s, I too visited both 
east and west Berlin on 
a number of occasions. 

On October 7, 1989,1 
and others attended a 
dinner in London with 
the ambassador to 
Britain of the GDR/DDR 
(German Democratic 
Republic - East 
Germany). This was only 
a few weeks before he 
lost his ambassadorial 
position, his job, and his 
country. It was possibly 
one of the most boring 
dinners I have attended; 
the ‘entertainment’ con¬ 
sisted of extolling the 
virtues of economic 
progress in the GDR! 

I must take issue with 
one part of the article, 
however; those fleeing 
over the Wall, or under 
the wire, were not 
“killed by Soviet 
guards ”. 

They were killed or 
injured by fellow East 
German border guards 
and, if captured, put into 
the ‘tender care’ of the 
Stasi. 

The ‘Soviets’, ie the 
Russians, although pres¬ 
ent in East Berlin, did 
not guard the wall; the 
East German security 
forces did that them¬ 
selves.

Are you aware of the threat 
to your local A&E services? 


T he Local Health Board is 
currently considering the 
future of the Accident & 
Emergency provision at the 
Princess of Wales Hospital in 
Bridgend. 

Residents in the western Vale depend 
on the A&E services provided at the 
Bridgend hospital, as well as the inten¬ 
sive care and maternity services. 

I’ve been contacted by many who 
are rightly concerned about how such 
essential care and treatment will be 
provided on a local basis, should the 
Health Board choose to close the units 
as part of their plans for healthcare pro¬ 
vision in the future. 

Constituents have expressed their 
very real worries about how the servic¬ 
es currently provided at the Princess of 
Wales hospital could be downgraded. 

The Princess of Wales, the Royal 
Glamorgan Hospital at Llantrisant and 
the Prince Charles Hospital in Merthyr 
are all in the running to be designated 
the regional centre. The two hospitals 
which fail will see services downgrad¬ 
ed. 

If the Princess of Wales does not 
become the regional centre, the current 
proposals have outlined that its A& E 
department will be downgraded to a 
minor injuries unit, the current doctor- 
led maternity unit will become a mid- 
wife-led unit and the children’s ward 
will go - to be replaced by a paediatric 
assessment unit. 

I cannot believe that if children, fol¬ 
lowing assessment, need to be admit¬ 
ted, they will have to go to another 
ital. This would be truly horren-

dous for the child or patient, during 
what would already be a very stressful 
time. 

GEM readers will be aware that I 
have raised my concerns many times 
regarding the Welsh Government fund¬ 
ing cuts of over half a billion pounds 
over the next three years in the Welsh 
NHS. In contrast, the UK Government 
is to grow its health spend in real terms 
over this parliamentary period. 

From cancer care and treatment to 
missed ambulance waiting time targets, 
it’s vital for the Welsh Government to 
support and invest in its NHS services. 

It’s ludicrous and frightening to 
think that mothers to be, heart attack 
and stroke victims and children will 
need to be ferried for many extra miles 
to Cardiff or Llantrisant, rather than the 
short distance to Bridgend. 

The true cost of any reduction in 


service provision will be paid by the 
people of the Vale and Bridgend areas 
should the Princess of Wales depart¬ 
ments be downgraded. 

I will be arranging a community 
round-table and cross-party meeting in 
Llantwit Major to discuss the issues, 
raised by the proposals and to plan for 
responses to the public consultation on 
the Health Board’s plans. 

Please do get in contact with me at 
my constituency office or at 
alun.cairns.mp@parliament.uk if 
you’d like to become involved in the 
campaign to secure the future of the 
Princess of Wales Hospital in Bridgend. 

The more people from the Vale that 
fight the proposals will ensure that the 
Health Board realise and continue to 
invest in the essential services provided 
at the PoW hospital. 

As yet, there is no date confirmed 
for the publication of the south Wales 
programme proposals by the Abertawe 
Bro Morgannwg Health Board, other 
than it being noted as taking place in 
spring 2013. 

Once published, there will be a peri¬ 
od of public consultation, when it will 
be vital for supporters of the campaign 
to make their representations to the 
Health Board. 

It’s vital that as a community we are 
ready to help ensure that the residents 
and businesses of the western Vale can 
continue to receive excellent care and 
treatment locally.

Landmark year for our veteran community correspondent... 


THE GEM’S NANCY DAVIDGE 
OF LLANGAN - 90 NOT OUT! 


LAST week, The 
GEM's community 
correspondent for 
Treoes, Llangan 
and St Mary Hill, 
Nancy Davidge, cel¬ 
ebrated a personal 
milestone when she 
celebrated her 90th 
birthday. 

Remarkably, Nancy 
has been with The GEM 
for almost 20 years, pro¬ 
viding weekly news 
from her area for all that 
time - with the only 
interruptions for the 
occasional holiday. 

Indeed, she often 
sends in news from 
Llangan Primary School 
- the very school she 
attended when she was 
just 10 years old! 

However, despite her 
affection for the Vale, 
Nancy has not always 
lived in the area. She 
was born in Trehafod in 
the Rhondda Valley, 
where her parents ran a 
fish and chip shop. 

Mum did most of the 
work running the shop, 
as her father was a 
wheelwright but, even 
with two sources of 
income, life in the val¬ 
leys in the 1920s, with 
the depression at its 
worst, was very tough. 

Eventually, her father 
packed up the chip shop 
equipment and the fami¬ 
ly headed for London, 
looking for a better life 
there. However, life was 
no easier. The East End 
of London was not a 
great place to bring up a 
young child, and it was 
the time of ‘pea souper’ 
fogs, ah due to the air 
pollution of the time. 

Nancy’s mother was 
pining for the country¬ 
side in the Vale and so 
the family came back, 
taking a smallholding in 
Llangan, and living in 
the house that she lives 
in to this day. 

So, a 10-year-old 
Nancy started at Llangan 
school and she still pops 
in once a week to see 
how the children are 
doing. 

She said: “It is like 
going home. The school 
has changed so much but 
it still has the same feel¬ 
ing.” 


Nancy was 16 when 
World War Two broke 
out and, as she was liv¬ 
ing in Cardiff, she joined 
the Civil Defence. In the 
evenings throughout the 
war, she was an Air Raid 
Patrol (ARP) warden. 

During the day she 
went to college, and then 
started work in the 
Royal Ordnance Lactory 
(ROL) in Llanishen. She 
also learned to drive, 
joined the Lire Service 
and found time to drive 
a van for Dewhursts the 
butchers. 

You might think that 
ah this pretty much 
filled her days but she 
managed one other small 
thing. She met and mar¬ 
ried her husband! 

Christopher Davidge 
was serving in the Royal 
Artillery and the 
courtship was interrupt¬ 
ed (frequently) by his 
training. As with many 
other young couples, a 
time came when they 
had a decision to make, 
as Chris was due to be 
posted overseas. 

Nancy said: “A lot of 
couples decided to wait 
until after the war, but 
Chris called to say that 
he had a few days’ 
embarkation leave. He 
asked me to marry him 
and I accepted!” 

That triggered a mad 
two-and-a-half weeks 
getting ready. Some of 
the girls from Dewhursts 
wanted to be brides¬ 
maids, so dresses had to 
be made and ah the 
other arrangements 
needed to be made. 

The happy couple 
were married on a 
Saturday, had a one 
night honeymoon on the 
Sunday (in Chepstow) 
and Chris rejoined his 
regiment on the 
Wednesday. 

He was to be away for 
three years and eight 
months. 

A large contingent of 
Welsh soldiers were 
posted to India and 
Burma and many 
returned in terrible shape 
after being captured by 
the Japanese. 

Chris escaped capture 
by the skin of his teeth. 
His unit was surrounded 
but, at the last minute, 
they were rescued by an

amoured division. 

In one of those bizarre 
coincidences that seem 
to happen in wartime, he 
discovered after the war 
that his brother, George, 
was in the leading tank 
of that rescuing division! 

Chris came home in 
1945, but he did not get 
off scot free. His time in 
the tropics had left him 
with malaria, and Nancy 
had to watch him suffer 
through at least three 
harrowing attacks until 
he eventually recovered. 

When that recovery 
was complete, it was 
time to earn a living in 
post-war Britain, and 
Chris became a railway 
fitter. Nancy followed 
him to London and 
eventually, they were 
able to buy their first 
home - in Stratford, 
where the London 2012 
Olympic Stadium was 
built. 

Nancy said: “I 
remember that home 
cost £2,200 and similar 
homes in that area of 
London are now almost 


£300,000!” 

They had a daughter, 
Gaye, and when they 
bought her a poodle, it 
started Nancy on her 
own career. She said: 
“We took Gaye's poodle 
to shows and, before 
long, other dog owners 
were asking me to 
groom their dogs.” 

Nancy got busier, 
decided to open up in 
business and it grew 
until she had 400 dogs 
on her books and was 
employing three girls. 

When the family 
decided to return to the 
Vale, in 1978, she spent 
a number of years run¬ 
ning it from a distance, 
until she eventually sold 
the business. She still 
loves animals and has 
three cats and two dogs. 

On the family side, 
she has one daughter, 
one grandson and three 
great grandchildren. 
Nancy said: “I have had 
a good life and have 
done many things that I 
have always wanted to. 

“When I was little, I

dreamt of marrying a 
cowboy, and I did travel 
ah the way to the 
Rockies and ride a white 
horse on a cowboy 
ranch!” 

Later in life, she trav¬ 
elled across Canada by 
bus, and on another 
occasion saw the sights 
of New York - heading 
off to Times Square in 
the days when it was a 
den of iniquity, and pay¬ 
ing a visit to the United 
Nations. 

More recently, she 
was still adventurous 


enough to head off to 
Moscow and see the 
sights there. 

At home, she has seen 
many changes in the 
Vale. In her own village 
of Llangan, many of the 
old cottages have gone, 
and new houses have 
been built, but it still 
retains a village feel - 
with the community 
spirit that follows. 

And wherever you 
have a community, it's 
great to have a commu¬ 
nity correspondent!

H OMES in Bridgend and the Vale 
of Glamorgan are to benefit from 
over £lmillion pounds of house¬ 
hold energy efficiency grants from the 
Welsh Government - as part of a £4.4m 
scheme announced by Environment 
Minister John Griffiths AM. 

Welsh Government funding of £1,117,628 will 
“make over 180 homes in Bridgend and the Vale 
warmer and better to live in”. Eight other councils 
across Wales are also receiving funding. 

Work has already begun on some schemes and 
all improvements are expected to have been made 
by the end of June. 


Each project varies but examples of work 
include installing external wall insulation and ener¬ 
gy efficient boilers.

“Our successful Arbed scheme is an example of 
sustainability in action - it brings social benefits, it 
supports the economy and it protects our environ¬ 
ment. 

“All projects receiving funding today will use 
Welsh-based installers or those that have offices 
here.” 

The Welsh Government launched its Arbed 
scheme three years ago, to make homes more ener¬ 
gy efficient. Since then, it says, more than £74m 
has been spent on measures to improve the energy 
efficiency of8,500 homes in some of Wales’ most 
deprived areas.

Vale tops the "home 
improvements' league 


A ccording to the lat¬ 
est research into plan¬ 
ning applications in 
Wales by expert provider of 
market intelligence for the built 
environment, Barbour ABI, the 
Vale leads the top 10 home 
improvement districts. 

Barbour ABI conducted an analysis 
across Wales, the English regions and 
Scotland. 

The Vale came closest to the average 
across Great Britain of 1.64 applica¬ 
tions for every 100 private homes with 
the council receiving an average of 


1.47. 

It is regarded as a wealthy area in 
Wales with plenty to attract tourists so 
it is likely to see relatively more invest¬ 
ment in home improvement. 

Intriguingly, Blaenau Gwent, one of 
the poorer districts, jumped up to sec¬ 
ond in the Welsh league of home 
improvement areas in 2012. 

Much of this increase appears to 
have been down to the energy saving 
initiatives leading to an increase in such 
improvements as external wall insula¬ 
tion. 

The Vale has led the home improve¬ 
ments ‘Welsh League’ for three years 
now.

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Vale MP hits 
out over latest 
ambulance 
response times 


VALE MP Alun 
Cairns has reacted 
with “anger and dis- 
appointment”- 
after only 61 per 
cent of urgent (cate¬ 
gory A) ambulance 
calls from the Vale 
arrived at their des¬ 
tination within the 
target eight-minute 
time in January, 
according to the lat¬ 
est data published. 

Mr Cairns has called 
on the Welsh Health 
Minister and Welsh 
Government to respond. 
Out of 587 calls made to 
the Ambulance service, 
only 353 arrived within 
the designated time- 
frame. The target time is 
65 per cent in Wales, 
although there is an 
expectation that 75 per 
cent should be met in 
England. 

The Welsh 

Government’s statistics 
service highlights snow 


as a factor during 
January. The last time the 
65 per cent category A 
target was met was in 
May last year. 

Mr Cairns said: “The 
Vale is missing out again. 
I fear particularly for 
areas like Llantwit and 
the villages around the 
western parts of the 
county. 

“The number of urgent 
999 calls answered by an 
ambulance within the tar¬ 
get time dipped again 
during January. I have 
called for the Welsh 
Government to act on 
this matter many times 
over the last two years. 

“It is vital that we gain 
assurance from the 
Minister that the review 
of the Welsh Ambulance 
Service NHS Trust will 
deliver improved 

response times for our 
community. 

“Despite the best 
efforts of dedicated 
ambulance staff, the 
service is not delivering 


the standard of service 
that patients expect and 
deserve. 

“One constituent in 
the Vale who was suffer¬ 
ing from breathing prob¬ 
lems waited over an hour 
for an ambulance to 
arrive after an initial 999 
call (identified as ‘cate¬ 
gory A). Another was a 
stroke victim, and a fur¬ 
ther patient was suffering 
from chest pains - all 
waited over an hour. The 
target time is eight min¬ 
utes. 

“Hardworking para¬ 
medics need to be backed 
up by fresh investment in 
response vehicles and 
smoother transition 
arrangements at hospitals 
to prevent ambulances 
being blocked up waiting 
to transfer patients. 

“I fear that such 
investment may be diffi¬ 
cult, due to cuts to the 
Welsh NHS, which is the 
only part of the NHS that 
is receiving a budget 
reduction.”

Every day 2.6 billion 
people have nowhere 
safe, private or hygienic 
to go to the toilet. 

The Mayor of the 
Vale, Coun Eric Hacker, 
was approached by 
Rowan Hughes, the 
council’s environmental 
health officer, to support 
this initiative and he 
agreed to twin the 
Mayor’s toilet in the 
Town Hall with a toilet 
in Burundi. 

Rowan explained: 
“Having seen some of 
the facilities in Rwanda,

“It also means that he 
has support from others 
who really understand 
what he has, and is going 
through, which is impor¬ 
tant when life changes so 
dramatically.” 

Headway Cardiff has 
provided support to hun¬ 
dreds of people with a 
brain injury each year for 
over 30 years - but still 
there is a lack of services 
for survivors and their 
families. 

Julie Smith, general 
manager of Headway 
Cardiff, said::“Whilst 
surgical and medical 
interventions continue to 
improve, and the num¬ 
bers of people surviving 
injuries each year 
increases, the services 
that help people achieve 
the highest level of inde¬ 
pendence and the best 
quality of life possible 
are underfunded or, in 
worst cases, ignored.” 


SPRING is definitely 
trying to put in an 
appearance; however, 
the cold easterly 
winds are going to 
hold back any activity 
so far as the bees are 
concerned. 

The lengthening day¬ 
light hours are certainly 
stimulating the colonies 
but, until the tempera¬ 
tures show a decided rise 
not much exterior activi¬ 
ty will be on show. 

At present my main 
concern is the food 
stores, or as the case 
may be, the lack of 
them. The bees are defi¬ 
nitely active within the 
hives and, of course, this 
activity means that ener¬ 
gy is required. 

To provide the energy, 
the bees depend on the 
food stores within the 
hive and as they dimin¬ 
ish, the bees could very 
easily starve. It is up to 
the beekeeper to prevent 
this from occurring. 

How can this be 
done? My approach is to 
go to the rear of the hive 
and slip my fingers 
underneath the base and 
by gently raising it 
whilst applying a for¬ 
ward tipping motion, 
this action will provide 
me with a very rough 
indication as to the 
hive’s total contents ie 
bees and stores. 

Some hives feel 
decidedly lighter than 
others and over the years 
this method has enabled 
me to plan a course of 
action. You can take the 
roof off if you desire, as 
roofs can add consider¬ 
ably to the weight. In the 
event that I do remove a 
roof, I do not disturb the 
crown board at all. 

At present, some of 
the colonies are having 
their stores supplement¬ 
ed by me as a result of 
my rudimentary weigh¬ 
ing exercise, using either 


ready rolled strips of 
icing sugar or a superior 
product called Ambrosia 
Sugar Dough, both of 
these products will pro¬ 
vide the bees with a 
ready to eat energy 
source and help to stave 
off starvation. 

To add this supple¬ 
mentary food, I need to 
remove the roof and the 
crown board, being as 
gentle as I can so that I 
do not cause any undue 
disturbance. I then lay 
strips of said feed direct¬ 
ly onto the frames and 
reassemble the hive. 

Several hives have a 
tray beneath the open 
mesh floor. When I 
withdraw a tray, the 
debris pattern, ie straight 
lines of wax cappings on 
the floor of the tray, 
indicate where the bees 
are in the hive - and, of 
course, informs me that 
they are uncapping and 
consuming previously 
stored nectar or the liq¬ 
uid sugar I may have fed 
to them in the previous 
autumn. With the debris 
will be dead Varroa

mites; all of this debris I 
remove and put it into 
marked containers for 
closer inspection and the 
counting of the dead 
mites. 

This counting of mites 
is not a legal require¬ 
ment, but it does give 
me an indication as to 
the level of infestation 
the bees are confronted 
with. The control of the 
Varroa mite has to be a 
prime function of every 
beekeeper. 

Until better conditions 
prevail, I shall carry on 
preparing and cleaning 
as much equipment as I 
can, ready to meet the 
requirements of each of 
the colonies that are in 
my care. 

Should fair weather 
be our lot, the bees will 
step up their activity and 
will not wait for me at 
all.

Unfortunately the 
Swan in Llanfrynach 
had just closed when we 
got there, but we had 
enjoyed an exhilarating 
day and agsin appreciat¬ 
ed the need to respect 
the mountains.

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Rural pub sees advantage 
in providing extra service 


A father and son from Barry have 
converted a local pub in pictur¬ 
esque Llanblethian, near 
Cowbridge, to include a new conven¬ 
ience-store service for the community 
with the help of a grant from Creative 
Rural Communities (CRC). 

While an increasing number of local pubs are 
being bought out by major supermarket branches, 
the Cross Inn has been given a new lease of life 
thanks to funding from CRC, the Vale Council’s 
rural regeneration initiative, and advice and support 
from ‘Pub is The Hub’, the rural pubs organisation. 

CRC’s Rural Hubs grant scheme aims to diversi¬ 
fy existing services, such as local pubs and com¬ 
munity spaces, in order to offer new and improved 
services, as well as creating and securing a future 
for vibrant community hubs. 

Since 2001, Pub is The Hub has encouraged 
local communities, licensees and pub owners to 
work in partnership to support, retain and locate 
local services, wherever possible, within the one 
place that is accessible, open and welcoming; the 
local pub. 

The grant awarded to the Cross Inn, the first pub 
in the rural Vale to benefit from a CRC Rural Hubs 
grant, has enabled Arthur O’Leary and his son, 
Liam, to carry out the necessary renovations to 
launch the convenience-store service, including the 
construction of an oak cabinet, refrigeration, light¬ 
ing and new signage to promote the new facility to 
locals and visitors. 

The new service will enable customers to pur¬ 
chase home-made produce directly from the kitchen 
at Cross Inn, as well as other produce supplied 
from neighbouring farms and local providers. The 
pub will also stock a range of everyday essentials 
including milk, bread and sugar. 

After 30 years serving as a landlord in a public 
house in Barry, Arthur O’Leary saw an opportunity 
to expand the existing facilities at Cross Inn in 
Llanblethian, which include a bar and restaurant,

A GROUP of 11 
walkers (with Jodie 
the dog) gathered at 
Llandaff village for 
an easy walk along 
both sides of the 
River Taff, and 
some interesting 
history. 

Pam and Krys led the 
group past Llandaff 
Cathedral, built in 1107, 
and which after the 
Reformation fell into a 
state of ruin. In 1734, 
restoration began and has 
been ongoing ever since. 

Making their way 
through the ancient 
churchyard to the River 
Taff and past Llandaff 
Weir they crossed to the 
eastern bank of the Taff, 
making their way past 
Gabalfa and Blackweir 
on part of the Taff Trail to 
reach Bute Park, where 
the busy life of the city 
seems a million miles 
away. 

There aren’t many 
capital cities which have 
a magnificent castle right 
in the centre and over 
2,000 years of history lie 
behind the walls of this 
one, and the painter 
William Turner even vis¬ 
ited on his tour of Wales 
in 1798. 

After 1766, the castle 
was owned by the Bute 
family, who amassed 
their fortune from the 
second Marquess of 
Bute, who turned Cardiff 
docks into the greatest 
coal exporting port in the 
world, passing his for¬ 
tune on to his son John 
who, by the 1860s, was 
reputed to be the richest 
man in the world. 


Bute Park is one of the 
largest urban parks in 
Wales and is listed on 
CADW’s register of 
landscapes. Between 
1873 and 1903, Andrew 
Pettigrew a much- 
acclaimed gardener and 
horticulturist laid out the 
parkland as a private 
pleasure garden for the 
Bute family, and con¬ 
tained in the park is an 
arboretum, Gorsedd 
stones and the old 
Blackfriars site, where 
the second most impor¬ 
tant friary in Wales stood, 
now marked only by 
some stones. 

The area was packed 
with runners taking part 
in the annual St David’s 
Day charity race as the 
group made their way to 
the west lodge which, 
since 2012, has been con¬ 
verted into a vintage 
style tearoom and gift 
shop and is named the 
Pettigrew Tearoom. 

Leaving the park 
through a handsome 
carved wooden door 
which stands near to the 
most photographed part 
of the castle - the Animal 
Wall designed by 
William Burges for the 
3rd Marquess of Bute - 
they entered the hustle 
and noise of city life and 
crossed Cardiff Bridge.
